BRAZIL has given iron clad guarantees that 
it will field its best team in the coming 
Bicentennial Gold Cup tournament in Aus- 


tralia. 


Yesterday Australian 
Soccer Federation chair- 
man Sir Arthur George 
said: “I have been in 
close touch with the 
Brazilian Federation. 

“They have given me 
unequivocal assurances 
that their top players 
will be here. 

“Brazil says that they 
are treating the tourna- 
ment as a build up for 
the 1990 World Cup. 
Argentina is the last 
country that they will 
want to beat.them.” 

Commencement of the 
series, expected to be the 
biggest event ever in 
Australian Soccer, will 
take place at Football 
Park Adelaide on 
Wednesday July 6 when 
Argentina meets Saudi 
Arabia at 8pm local 
time. 


The series runs on 


day July 10, and Can- 
berra.

contested at Sydney’s 
Football Stadium on 
Sunday July 17. 

Sir Arthur continued: 
“Argentine president 
Julio Grondona has also 
pledged his country’s 
best squad, subject to re- 
lease of certain players 
by their own particular 
clubs. 


“They are also view- 
ing the Gold Cup in the 
light of their World Cup 
preparations. 

“‘Argentina play a 
team to be decided — it 
won't be Thailand — in 
Bankok and have 
arranged to play in In- 
donesia as well. 

“‘Argentina’s and 
Brazil’s World Cup 
commitments. get under 
way early next year. As 
with Australia they have 
their team building re- 
quirements well in 
mind.” 

Sir Arthur said that,

Whilst AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY’s own straw poll was anti 
the payment, the impression is there that there is a silent majority who 
would have been prepared to go along with the show.

TWO goals from Socceroo striker Frank Farina swept Marconi to 
the top of the West End NSL table as the team notched up a 3-0 
away victory over Sunshine Cross at Chaplin Reserve on Sunday.

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Stealing Queenslanders is an art form

WHY is the Queens- 
land brew called 
XXXX? 

Because Queens- 
landers can’t spell 
beer. 

Victorians have chor- 
tled over that one for a 
couple of years now, 
just as little else from up 
north (except sunshine 
and retirement villages) 
is taken terribly serious- 
ly south of the Murray 
by the arrogant Vics.

Both Stewart and 
Jackson were giants in 
the Preston Makedonia

Despite a somewhat 
rocky start to 1988 for 
the club the ex-Brisbane 
pair have remained 
regular stars at Connor 
Reserve.

On Ernie Merrick’s 
testimony Jackson 
would be just about a 
walk up start. 

“His greatest skill in 
his great timing in a 
tackle,” says Merrick. 

“He’s got a knack of 
knowing just when to 
commit himself.” 

“When he has posses- 
sion Jackson’s got the 
skills of a midfield play- 
er in that he is really 
clever on the ball and he 
can change direction on 
a sixpence. 

“He’s simply a great 
player to have in the 
team.” 

Jackson’s contribu- 
tion to Preston Makedo- 
nia in his very first ytear 
at the club in 1987 was 
tecognised immediately. 

Last season he picked 
up his first ‘‘Offside 
Club” Victorian Player 
of the Year trophy. 

The shopfitter from 
suburban West Preston 
had given his new club 
ample reward for its 
faith in him. 

And it hasn’t been 
easy for Jackson or any 
of the Makedonia crew 
for the past eighteen 
months. 

Twice the club has 
been in turmoil and both 
Bill Murray, the coach 
who bought Jackson to 
the club, and Merrick 
have been shown the 
door. 

“Thankfully both 
times the players have 
more or less stuck 
together and got on with 
our job,’’ Jackson ex- 
plained. 

“I mean with Erie it 
was a shame to see him 
go — he was 
tremendous. 

“But it was a confi- 
dence thing — we went 
out expecting to do well 
and we didn’t want to 
work for it as we had 
done the previous year. 

“From the week after 
Ernie left there was a 
whole different attitude 
at training because we 
really know we had to 
start putting in. 

“For Ronnie (Camp- 
bell) and for ourselves.” 

Jackson and fiance 
Julie rarely get enough 
spare time as it is, but 
when he does have the 
time he admits to liking 
nothing better htan laz- 
ing around and watching 
television, particularly 
the ‘Addams Family’! 

An odd sort of a con- 
trast for a player who 
always seems to be 
going to 100 MPH when 
he’s on the park. 

But then again if I put 
in as much as ‘Jacko’ 
does when he’s in busi- 
ness for Preston Make-

who saw — or even knew about — 

Harry Sunderland's offer to take over 
the promotion of Soccer in Australia and 
turn it into something big. 

No wonder, because the offer went back to the 
1920s, and it was knocked back by the Australian 
Soccer Football-Association of the day and withered 
away. 

Sunderland was one of the top Australian Rugby 
League officials of his time. He went to England and 
saw the potential of the Soccer game and realised 
what it could become here. 

“Here” in those days was mainly NSW and 
Queensland. Today, following decades of migration, 
the possibilities extend across the states. 

Sunderland spent his last days in England. The 
late Sid Storey, the member for Hornsby in the NSW 
Parliament, was around and saw the sport carry on 
in primitive style until the Federations were formed 
in the late fifties and early sixties. 

Progress was made and when the tide receded the 
officials of the day moved in to form the National 
Soccer League to restore club fortunes. R 

The NSL has had a bumpy road, and there is no 
doubt that its position has to be reviewed if it is to 
attain the corporate and media support that is vital to 
its existence. 

Last year this column pointed to the need for a 
more viable league — one league or two eight or ten 
team divisions — covering all possible major cities. 

The recommentation was made, entirely without 
knowledge of a paper from then league executive 
director Stefan Kamasz, that the chosen clubs oper- 
ate on a licensing system. 

Licensing means that the clubs found to have the 
financial and promotional strength required and the 
potential in other important areas, be given the right 
to membership. There could be a proper and con- 
tinuing division of clubs between the cities. 

It is widely used in advanced countries and major 
sports throughout the world. Especially in places 
where promotion and relegation is not accepted, and 
where scarce resources have to be spread so that they 
are used to maximum advantage. 

There has to be a new emphasis on entertainment 
to follow up the advantages of the limited growth in 
the general standard of Australian born and trained 
players. 

The chance to do something worthwhile for the 
future of the game crops up at the Australian Soccer 
Federation meeting on May 21. 

There is certainly a general feeling that the admi- 
nistrators have to prove that they realise the extent of 
the problem and also what can be done to correct it. 

As'was the case back in Sunderland’s day, it is an 
administrator from another code who has seen the 
potential. ; 

In 1988 it is former VFL president Allen Aylett 
who has made a submission. 

It is to be hoped that the ASF does not run for 
cover on the ground that they must control the game. 

But we must remain guardedly optimistic. There 
are players around to do the job, and as well the high 
quality guests this year have whetted the appetite. 

Are there the administrators to match the needs o 
the day? We shall see. -

Finalists see UEFA Cup as stepping stone

THE 1988 UEFA Cup final throws together 
two clubs, Espanol and Bayer Leverkusen, 
which have long and undistinguished his- 
tories but seem reasonably assured of 


exciting futures. 


For much of its 84 
years of existence, 
Bayer has been known 
primarily as a top athle- 
tics club. An impressive 
number of track and 
field Olympic cham- 
pions and world record 
holders have been pro- 
duced by it over the 
years; to overshadow 
the 14 other sports, in- 
cluding Soccer, which 
the club situated deep in 
the heart of the indust- 
rial Ruhr offers its 6,500 
members. 

The Leverkuseners’ 
Soccer team was, for 
many decades, the sub- 
ject of ridicule. Known, 
semi-affectionately, as 


“The Grey Mouse”’, it » 


only adopted full profes- 
sionalism in 1979, upon 
gaining West German 
League Division One 
status for the first time, 
but the real turning 
point came three years 
later. 


It was in 1982 that the } 


club’s sponsor, the gian 
Bayer Chemical Com: 
pany, decided to in- 
crease its financial back- 
ing substantially. 

Not only were Bayer 
now able to compete on 
the transfer market with 
Bayern Munich, Col-

ogne, SV Hamburg and Action from the exciting UEFA Cup 
Espanol (Spain) and ftaly’s AC Milan. Ruud Gullit 
hassles an Espanol defender.

importantly, it was able 
to offer young players 
private educations in

gonistic to dictator 
General Franco and rule 
from Madrid. 

The stigma of being 
“‘Franco’s team” is no 
longer as prevalent and 
the club, which has 
spent only two seasons 
out of the first division 
since the Spanish 
League’s formation in 
1928, can now rely upon 
the good wishes of most 
Catalans — except when 
it takes on their beloved 
Barca. 

Still, Espanol seemed 
destined to continue 
meandering along in 
semi-obscurity until 
1986 when Jaxier 
Clemente was appointed 
coach. Today, he is 
widely recognised as one 
of the game’s shrewdest 
tacticians and a motiva- 
tor with few equals. 

The Espanol of 1988 
is respected by all of 
Spain’s traditional giants 
and, after eliminating 
Internazionale Milan, 
AC Milan, Borussia 
Monchengladbach and 
Bruges in the UEFA 
Cup, it won legions of 
admirers throughout the 
test of Europe. 

Having persuaded 
Clemente to reject CF

) Espanol obviously does- 


not lack ambition. 

It, like Bayer, will be

GEORGE Koi, the Fijian who skippered his 
country to a shock and historic 1-0 win 
over the Socceroos in 1977, has been given 
the task of rebuilding the country’s natio- 
nal team. 

And Koi, who played in Canberra during the 70's has 
promised the new-look Fijian team will be “super-fit” 
by the time it plays Australia in the World Cup qualifiers 
in December this year. 

For this week's series against Queensland, Koi had 
@ squad of 25 players training three times a day for two 
weeks prior to the first match. 

“The series against Queensland is the first in- 
ternational outing for a new team and is the stepping 
stone to our matches against the Socceroo,” Koi said. 

“Fiji now will play fast, hard and we will be very fit. 
We all enjoyed beating Australia and we can do it 
again.” 

Koi, who when not coaching is the chief clerk of the 
Fijian Army Reserve quick reaction force — has taken 
over from Billy Singh as Fijian Soccer's number one.

No doubt, the Soccer- 
oo boss has his own 
reasons for continuing to 
reject Bertogna’s claims 
and they have to be re- 
spected, but it doesn’t

Whatever equalities 
are necessary in a cen- 
tral defender to succeed 
in international football 
Bertogna has got in 
abundance. 

Temperament, experi- 
ence, character, ability, 
commitment and matur- 
ity have long been pos- 
sessed by the big de- 
fender. 

Another major factor 
to be considered which 
should give Bertogna a 
huge edge over his com- 
petitors is the under- 
standing which he has 
developed at APIA with 


Socceroo captain Charlie 
Yankos. 

Few central defence 
combinations comple- 
ment each other as well 
as these two, playing 
together for the national 
team will simply be a 
continuation of their ex- 
ploits at club level. 

Bertogna’s rejection 
by Arok has long been 2 
mystery to most Soccer 
followers.

tion — although having 
said that, I accept it as 
up to the club to aggres- 
sively compete for the 
available funds.”

While the continuing 
debacle of the rift between 
the amateur/junior and the 
senior bodies has not yet 
affected players and 
members at the club level 
of Soccer, | would like to 
express my concern that 
after some fourteen 
months now, the issue 
seems no closer to resolu- 
tion. 

In the past fourteen 
months, we at club level 
have not been provided 
with any “real” informa- 
tion, from either of the two 


bodies, regarding any 
progress made in the dis- 
pute; other, than the 
slanted coverage the 
press offers.

superficial, from both 
bodies.

SIR Winston Churchill once claimed that 
Russia was “an enigma within a paradox”.

No national selection is as exasperatingly inconsis- 
tent as USSR. Their performances regularly alter- 
nate between the delightful and the abysmal. 

Consequently, their chances in the European 
Championship finals can not be possibly be assessed 
with any confidence. If able to reproduce their best 
form throughout the fortnight, they have am excellent 
chance of lifting the title; if at their worse they will be

blamed upon nce. In Rinyat Dassayev, Vla- 
dimir Bessanov, Sergei Baltocha, Gennadi Litov- 
chenko, Anatoly Demianenko, Alexander Zavarov, 
Igor Belanov, Oleg Protassov and Sergei Rodianov, 
they have a wealth of internationally mature players. 

The most expounded theory for “the 
Soviet dilemna” is that USSR and Dynamo Kiev (the 
club that supplies the bulk of the national squad) play 
far too many games and their players become stale. 

With Dynamo out of the European Champions’ 
Cup and their domestic programme moulded to suit 
national team requirements, however, staleness 
shouldn’t be a factor in the finals. 

Another widely circulated “explanation” is the 
restrictions imposed upon Soviet players wishing to 
extend their careers (and financial expectations) 
abroad. This, it is often claimed, means that a Rus- 
sian’s ambition ends when he gains selection for his 
national side.

Kevin Fallon breaks silence 


NZ as a Soccer colony

AFTER weeks of silence, Kevin 
Fallon has finally aired his 
views on the overall state of 
New Zealand Soccer following 
the All Whites’ undistinguished 
Olympic performance. Al- 
though hardly worth inscribing 
upon tablets at Mount Sinai, 
they certainly provided food for 
thought. ; 


New Zealand’s future, he believes, 
lies in being a nursery for major clubs 
in Australia and Europe. 

“One day, the All Whites will, 
hopefully, be all based overseas,” Fal- 
Jon stated. ‘Ideally, New Zealand 
would become a nursery like the Re- 
public of Ireland, Scotland, Denmark, 
Norway and, to a lesser extent, Ice- 
land, all of whom lose most of their top 
talent to British and European clubs. 

“This is my dream as national 
coach. It is our only hope of footing it 
with the best in the world. Once given 
overseas experience and, more impor- 
tantly, having competed in professio- 
nal competitions they will return as 
seasoned professionals ready to lift 
New Zealand stocks in the Soccer 
world. 

“This is exactly what cricket and 
rugby league have done to improve 
their standards in New Zealand. We 
must follow suit and with patience.” 


He agreed with the widely held view 
that more professional standards 
throughout New Zealand Soccer were 
essential if the code was to progress. 

“Our major problem is that we are 
preparing amateur players to compete 
in profesional competitions. The plain 
and simple truth is New Zealand Soc- 
cer is not of am adequate standard to 
topple Australia and Israel.” 

Fallon then struck an optimistic note 
about the Kiwis’ future. 


“Soccer in New Zealand is now 
going through an evolutionary phase. 
Only since the inauguration of the 


National League have results at in- 

ternational level steadily improved,” 

he said. “The game is now a family 

mort and part of the country’s way of 
le. 

Predictably, the bluff Englishman 
ended his report with a salvo at the 
press. 3 
“The media has, on the whole, been 
largely unsympathetic to Soccer and its 
needs. A lot of erratic statements by 
journalists, ex-players and incognito 
All Whites have been given far too 
much emphasise by the newspapers.” 

He did concede, however, that com- 
ments attributed to Sydney Olympic 
and All Whites goalkeeper Clint Gos- 
ling on New Zealand Soccer officials’ 
naivity and amateurism bore more 
than an element of truth. 

Fallon’s wish for New Zealand to 
become the producer of raw, youthful 
talent to be farmed out to overseas 
clubs must be regarded as an admis- 
sion that, although the country has an 
admirable youth development pro- 
gramme for its size and limited re- 
sources (and Fallon can take much of 
the credit for this), the mechanics do 
not exist to fully fulfil gifted young 
players potential at senior level. 

Full time professionalism in the 
Shaky Isles is light years away and 
incompetence among senior officials 
remains so horrendous it has to be 
witnessed at first hand in order to be 
believed. 

Recently, two members of the New 
Zealand under 16 team, Jason Batty 
and Heremia Ngata, signed apprentice 
professional forms with English 
League clubs Norwich City and Hull 
City respectively. 

Fallon obviously believes that this 
pair represent the future of Kiwi Soc- 
cer, but an amazing transformation 
must take place before the New Zea- 
land Football Association can con- 
fidently be asked to complete the im- 
mense logistical operation of mustering 
a squad of 15 or 16 overseas based 
players for an internatifonal tourna- 
ment. 
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
